Under  the  re-organisation  referred  to  above,  the  maintenance 
of  the  Council’s  Y/ater  supplies  is,  for  the  time  being,  the 
rcsponsibilit^i^  of  the  Council’s  Consulting  Engineer,  Ultimately, 
it  is  the  intention  of  the  Council(in  consultation  with  the 
V/incanton  Pural  district  Jouncil)  to  appoint  a  full  time  '/ater- 
works  Manager  to  be  responsible  for  the  maintenance  of  the 
viAhole  of  the  Council’s  water  undertakings. 

Rainfall  for  the  year  1952  (as  recorded  by  Mr.  C.E.  Bean 
of  Barton  Gardens,  Sherborne)  =  34.49  inches. 

(a-)  Quantity.  Some  temporary  shortages  of  water  were  again 
experienced  during  the  year  due  to  a  fall  in  the  yields  of  the 
springs  and  to  leakages  of  so.iie  of  the  principal  .aains  caused 
by  Oxford  clay  erosion.  Supplementary  supplies  vrerc  obtained 
from  the  Sherborne  Urban  district  Council’s  supply  and  from  the 
Sturminster  Rural  District  Council’s  supply  to  Holv/ell  and 
Bishops  caundle. 

The  Trent  Estate  found  it  incrcasinglsr  difficult  to  maintain 
a  satisfactory  supply  froni  their  private  Estate  suppl57-  to  the 
parish  bj'-  reason  of  defective  service  pipes  and  approaches  were 
made  to  the  Council  to  take  over  this  private  supply.  No 
finality  had  been  reached  at  the  end  of  the  year  in  this  matter, 

(b)  Quality.  The  bacteriological  quality  of  soiiie  of  the 
supplies  still"  proves  unsatisfactory,  in  particular  the  Southern 
parislesSuppls^.  Chlorination  of  "til  the  Council’s  supplies  is 
carried  out  and  regular  sauiples  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination  and  for  frou  chlorine  estimation.  The  details  are 
given  below.

PROTECTIVE  IIRTOCULATION . 

The  value  of  protective  innoculation  acainst  Diphtheria,  has 
proved  itself  to  such  an  extent  that,  except  in  the  larc’cst 
centres  of  population,  Diphtheria  is  now  virtually  unknown.  This 
sa tisfactorjr  position  can  onljr  bo  maintained  providing  at  least 
of  the  babies  born  are  immunised  against  Diphtheria,  v/hilst 
the  response  to  immunisation  in  the  district  is  good,  this  may 
not  continue  to  be  the  case  because  a  generation  of  parents  to 
whom  Diphtheria  is  only  a  name  cannot  be  expected  to  respond  to 
appeals  to  have  their  children  iiTiiiiunised  as  parents  did  ten  years 
ago. 


Increasing  demands  come  from  parents,  fully  aware  of  the 
distress  and  suffering  occasioned  by  an  attack  of  '/hooping  Cough, 
for  their  offspring  to  have  protective  innoculation  ag-ainst  this 
disease. 

It  is  suggested  that  the  results  so  far  achieved  in  connection 
with  the  protection  of  children  against  the  vtrorst  ^.ffects  of 
whooping  Cough  by  prophylactic  innoculation  justifies  immuni¬ 
sation  against  this  disease  being  adopted  to  tho-  same  extent  as 
that  against  Diphtheria. 

If  immunisation  against  'iVho oping  Cough  was  combined  with 
immunisation  against  Diphtheria  (which  has  been  shov/n  to  be 
possible)  then  it  is  suggested  that  not  only  will  the  benefits 
be  obtained  in  respect  to  '../hooping  Gough,  but  also  that  the  level 
of  immunisations  against  Diphtheria  would  be  maintained  at  a 
higher  level  than  can  otherwise  reasonably?-  be  expected.
